The petitioners have said they 
feel the development will 
detract from the appearance of 
the adjacent city park and will 


reduce property values on 
nearby land. 
The city council last month 
passed an ordinance that, 
among other things, requires a 
use permit to construct mobile 
home and trailer parks. 
The ordinance requires that 
the Planning Commission hold a 
public hearing before issuing a 
use 
permit 
and 
consider 
whether the development would 
be detrimental to the “health, 
safety, peace, morals, confort 
and general welfare” of the city 
or its residents. 
The ordinance went into effect 
Sept. 3. The petition alleges the 
plans and specifications for the 


development were not received 
“in their final form nor fully 
approved” until Sept. 4 and that 
a building permit was issued 
Sept. 4 even though a use permit 
was never applied for or issued. 
The petitioners attached as 
evidence a copy of the building 
permit dated Sept. 4. 


The city, however, maintains 
the plans were actually filed 
August 20 — subject only to a 
few changes — and that since 
the ordinance did not go into 
effect until Sept. 3, it had no 
choice but to issue the building 
permit since a use permit was 
not necessary at that time.

F/sh, Game Director 
Backs Disputed Canal 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — State 
Fish and Game Director Ray 
Arnett has asked the state’s top 
water quality agency to endorse 
the controversial Peripheral 
Canal as the best way of 
protecting fishing resources in 
the Sacramento-San Joaquin 
Delta. 
Arnett asked the State Water 
Resources Control Board to “do 
all within its power to achieve its 
(the canal’s) early construction 
with 
appropriate 
fisheries 
facilities and operating con­ 
ditions.” 
He added that the board 
should retain jurisdiction over 
standards for water quality in 
the delta when they are decided. 
He said this would allow further 
studies of the delta’s ecology. 
Arnett said two federal offices 
and two state agencies have 
agreed to conduct studies on 
whether cutting down the flow of 
water through the delta will 
harm fish in the delta and 


waterfowl in the Suisun Marsh. 
The canal is a key feature of 
the State Water Project and the 
federal Central Valleys Project 
to transport Northern California 
water to the San Joaquin Valley 
and to Southern California. 
It would take water from the 
Sacramento River and carry it 
around the delta to pumping 
facilities on the $3 billion State 
Water Project. 
Critics claim that diverting 
this water will harm wildlife in 
the delta by allowing salt water 
from the ocean to intrude as the 
flow 
of 
fresh 
water 
is 
diminished. 
However, Arnett stressed that 
the state’s support for the plan is 
based on the condition that the 
canal will be built and operated 
in a way that will protect and 
where possible will enhance the 
delta environment. 
“We are satisfied that both 
state and federal agencies are 
committed to working toward 
that end,” Arnett said.

Guerrillas Demand The 
Release Of Prisoners Now 


Murphy Campaigns; ‘Hatchet Job’ Charged

Arab guerrillas demanded 
today that Israel free 13 specific 
prisoners and an unspecified 
number of Palestinians in ex­ 
change for Americans and 
Israelis among 54 remaining 
airline hijack hostages. 
Laying down its detailed 
terms for the first time, the 
Popular Front of the Liberation 
of Palestine declared: “To start 
with, we want the Israeli 
government to announce ac­ 
ceptance of the principle of an 
exchange.” 
Then, a spokesman ticked off 
a four-part demand calling for 
release of a Swiss man charged 
in Haifa with spying for the 
Popular Front, two Algerians 
taken off a British jetliner in 
Israel last month, 10 Lebanese 
soldiers taken prisoner last Jan. 
1 and an unspecified number of 
Palestinians. 
The spokesman, Ghassan 
Kanafani, said names of the 
Palestinians whose freedom the 
Popular Front seeks would be 
release only after Israel agrees 
to exchange prisoners. 
At least 23 Americans were 
among the remaining hostages, 


but the guerrillas also hold eight 
Britons, eight Swiss and two 
West Germans. 
The guerrillas already were 
demanding that Britain free 
Miss Leila Khaled, a commando 
captured in an abortive hijack 
attempt Sept. 6, and that West 
Germany 
and 
Switzerland 
release three Arab terrorists 
each. 


For the return of the British 
hostages, the Popular Front 
added a second demand today — 
the return of the body of Miss 
Khaled’s companion, Patrick 
Joseph Anguello, slain by Israeli 
security agents in the attempt to 
hijack an El A1 airliner on a 
flight from Amsterday to 
London. 


U. N. Secretary-General U 
Thant 
has 
proposed 
that 
hijackers “be prosecuted in the 
name of the peoples of the 
world” 
by 
a 
special 
in­ 
ternational tribunal. 
A U. N. spokesman said Thant 
was suggesting establishment of 
a court separate from the 
present World Court at The 
Hague. 
Hijacking and abduction of 


foreign diplomats by extremist 
groups “sow the seeds of in­ 
ternational 
anarchy,” 
the 
secretary-general told about 
2,000 persons at a $150-a-plate 
dinner on the eve of today’s 
opening of the 25th General 
Assembly. 


He said hijacking is a crime 
against an international service 
affecting many nations and 
individual citizens, and added: 
“This crime must be brought 
before an international tribunal 
defending the interests of all 
peoples and nations and not of 
any 
particular 
people 
or 
nation.” 


Thant said that although the 
court might mean the surrender 
of some national sovereignty, 
“the world has no other choice.. 
. Nations and people must have 
the courage 
to resort 
to 
adequate new methods of in­ 
ternational law and order.” 


He contended that the current 
rash of hijackings “is likely to 
change if hijackers are served 
notice by all nations that there 
will be no immunity or am­ 
nesty.”

had reason to regard their 
remaining hijack prisoners as 
Israelis, even though several 
may hold citizenship papers 
elsewhere. 
The State Department said as 
many as 38 Americans could be 
among the group, thought to 
number around 55, still held by 
the guerrillas in the aftermath 
of four airliner hijackings. 
The plight of the Americans 
obviously was the triggering 
force behind a denunciation that 
was carefully worded — and 
revised — by White House press 
secretary Ronald L. Ziegler. 
But his statement also was 
viewed as a slap at Israel’s 
detention of 375 Arabs. Israeli 
forces originally took 450 Arabs 
into custody over the weekend, 
but later freed 75. 
“We deplore and denounce the 
holding of hostages by any 
nation or group,” Ziegler said. 
“ The illegal detention of 


United States citizens in a 
dispute involving another nation 
is particularly reprehensible.” 
Ziegler also declared, “The 
bearer of a United States 
passport carries with him 
prima-facie evidence of United 
States citizenship.” 
And he added: “The United 
States rejects any attempt to 
establish distinctions among its 
citizens on any basis whatever.” 
In 
other 
developments, 
President Nixon formally asked 
Congress for an extra $28 million 
for the recruiting and training of 
2.500 security guards to ride 
commercial airplanes. 
At

time,

Department of Transportation 
was shaping a bid for the 
legislative authority to provide 
such security “on United States 
flag air carriers.” 
In Congress, which so far has 
cooperated fully with the ad­ 
ministration’s handling of the 
issue, the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee scheduled hearings 
Thursday on the requests.

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County Pollution Standards Needed 


The county board of supervisors took steps last week to form a 
pollution control board that should — if they actually recognize the 
problem — impose effective standards on local industry to control 
their emissions. Before they ask industry to comply, however, the 
board should take a look at its own county’s pollution. 


The eight dumps in the county have been loosing about 2,600 
pounds of carbon monoxide into the air every day, according to the 
air pollution report released last week by the County Com­ 
prehensive Health Planning Council. In addition, the dumps emit 
more than 550 pounds of other odorous and possibly toxic vapors 
into the air daily. 


The dumps are creating environmental and public health 
problems such as smoke, odor, flies, rodents and hazardous con­ 
ditions resulting from improper disposal of materials such as 
pesticide containers. The conditions adversely affect sensitive 
plants and irritate eyes and other mucous membranes. Seven of the 
dumps are uncontrolled burning sites. The remaining dump has 
been converted to a cut and fill operation, but burning still occurs 
accidentally and there is controlled burning of wood at specified 
times of the year. 


The county apparently feels alternatives are too expensive or 
not available. But alternatives are not only available, they are 
often profitable and, if the drain on this counry’s natural resources 
is to be slowed, are absolutely necessary. 


Refuse is being used to develop recreation areas, manufacture 
fertilizer, create revenue, and produce electricity. 


West Berlin has its “Devil’s Mountain” of refuse which has 
been converted into a recreational area of ski jumps, toboggan runs 
and a vineyard. Now city planners in U. S. cities are beginning 
similar projects for making mountains out of trash fills. In Johnson 
City, Tenn., garbage is dropped on a long concrete path and turned 
inside out continuously for about 12 days. The waste decomposes 
and is used for fertilizer. In Paris, France, 39 per cent of their 
electricity is generated by a sophisticated system of disposal. 
Groups of small towns in some areas have entered agreements to 
haul all their trash and garbage to a central location by gondola 
trucks or railroad cars, separate the discarded metal from the rest 
and recycle it into usable products — washing machine parts, 
fountain pens, automobile parts. 


Both methods — recycling as well as land fill for recreation or 
agriculture use — are more expensive than burning or partial 
covering. But it is false economy to suppose we can continue to 
loose the toxic pollution from these dumps and come out ahead. The 
initial investment would be substantial, but the return in most 
areas has justified the cost. 


Ill-Fated Assumptions

NEW YORK (AP) — Among the ill-fated assumptions of the 
past decade you may number these: 
—No administration will act strongly against inflation because 
to do so is politically unwise and will cause all sorts of social 
disruptions. 


The idea was prevalent a couple of years ago when the 
speculative fever was still running hot. To take firm action against 
inflation, it was reasoned, might inflame the depressed urban 
areas, already starved for funds. 


“A little inflation is a good thing,” said adherents of this 
outlook. The best that any administration can do, they said, is to try 
to talk down prices. But turn the screws on the entire economy? 
The country won’t stand for it. 


The truth is that the country has stood for it. Inflation persists, 
but if the reasoning of economists is correct, a lot of steam has 
escaped from beneath prices, the result of a restrictive economic 
policy out of Washington. 


— A low rate of unemployment is possible without generating 
inflation. 


Perhaps a few people held to this belief very strongly, but some 
politicians and economists were willing to experiment. A booming 
economy would be able to employ even ineffective workers. Job 
training programs would raise the skills of the marginally 
productive. That was the belief. 


For a while it looked possible. The economy boomed and 
unemployment fell. But then inflation began rising at almost the 
same rate as joblessness fell. Output per man hour dropped, 
logically, and prices rose, understandably.

WASHINGTON - The lob­ 
bying has been so intense on the 
bank holding company bill that 
the Senate Banking Committee 
had to lock its office doors at one 
point to keep the lobbyists from 
hounding the staff. 
But it made no difference. 
When the key provisions of the 
bill were voted on, the bankers 
didn’t need the help of the 
committee staff because they 
already 
had 
most of the 
members in their pockets. 


Even some of the Senate’s 
most pious liberals capitulated 
to the pressure from the big 
bankers. These Senators in­ 
cluded Harrison Williams, D-N. 
J., Walter Móndale, D-Minn., 
Alan Cranston, D-Calif., Harold 
Hughes, D-Iowa, Charles Percy, 
R-Ill., and Charles Goodell, R-N. 
J. 
Only 
Senators 
William 
Proxm ire, D-Wis., Edward 
Brooke, D-Mass., and Edmund 
Muskie, D-Maine, fought for a 
strong bill. Even Sen. John 
Sparkman, D-Ala., the astute 
committee chairman, played 
along with the banks. 
The result was that the Senate 
committee voted out a bill which 
exempted more than 80 per cent 
of the nation’s one-bank holding 
companies from regulation. It 
was so weak that some experts 
consider it a step backward 
from the original legislation, 
passed in 1956, which the new 
proposal was supposed 
to 
strengthen. 


LOBBYISTS RETURN 
Now the bill is about to come 
up for a vote in the Senate, and 
the bank lobbyists are swarming 
like ants over Capitol Hill again. 
They want to make sure the 
Senate — in an attack of con­ 
science — doesn’t turn the tables 
on them. 
The gist of the issue is this: 
numerous large companies own 
banks. Such companies include 
conglom erates 
which 
have 
branched into various fields, 
including 
insurance, 
data 
processing and travel agencies. 
The bill aims to prevent such 
holding companies from using 
their 
banks’ 
trem endous 
financial 
power 
to 
bully 
customers into patronizing their 
other businesses. It also aims to 
keep the banks themselves from 
branching into other fields, then 
making loans contingent on 
borrowers’ using the bank’s 
other services. 
The basic idea is to make the 
banks stick to banking, which 
has been the lifelong aim of 
Wright Patm an, the brave, 
benevolent old House Banking 
Committee chairman. 


Over the objections of his own 
committee majority, he pushed 
through the House a strong bill 
cracking down on bank holding 
companies. 
The Senate Committee has 
now made a shambles of it. The 
principal weakening am end­ 
m ent, 
introduced 
by 
Sen. 
Williams, happens to coincide 
almost exactly with a proposal 
sought by Robert Oliver, the 
lobbyist for S&H Green Stamps. 


GREEN 
STAMP 
AMEND­ 
MENT 
The W illiams am endm ent, 
which even some bankers admit 
is unbelieveably crude, exempts 
34 selected bank holding com­ 
panies from the bill. Included, of 
course, is Sperry and Hut­ 
chinson, 
the 
green-stam p 
producers. 


The 34 companies are worried 
that the Senate might find the 
Williams clause which Senator 
Proxmire derisively calls “the 
green stamp amendment,” too 
crass. 
Adding to their concern is the 
fact that the nation’s in­ 
dependent insurance agents, 
fearful of banks trespassing into 
their territory, have moved into 
the fight against the Williams 
amendment. Result: the lob­ 
byists are not only lobbying the 
Senators, but are lobbying each 
other. 
The skirmishes have gotten 
pretty rough. For example, 
Thomas Quinn, lobbyist for the 
Baldwin Piano Company which 
owns a bank in Denver, wrote a 
threatening note to Maurice 
Herndon, who represents the 
insurance agents. 
The note, seen by this column, 
demonstrates how confident the 
bank holding company lobbyists 
are that Sen. Williams is in their 
pocket. 


Quinn, in a bald attempt to get 
the insurance men to stop op­ 
posing the Williams amend­ 
ment, wrote to Herndon: “I 
think 
that 
fighting 
Sen. 
W illiams... will do the agents a 
great deal of harm. I don’t think 
you could expect him to vote for 
your restrictive clause if you 
cause him to lose his amend­ 
ment.” 


Q u i n n 
r e l u c t a n t l y 
acknowledged writing the curt 
note, but denied any implication 
that he had Williams in his 
pocket. A spokesman for the 
Senator 
said 
Quinn 
“ was 
recklessly and irresponsibly 
using Williams’ name.” 


Herndon acknowledged only 
that the lobbying had been the 
roughest he had seen in 26 years 
in Washington.

A few days later, waiting to 
board a plane at J.F.K., the 
atmosphere was heavy with 
gloom. Sometimes violence is 
unintentional, and just two 
hours earlier, having risen to a 
height of 200 feet, a DC 8, 
crippled by whatever-mixture of 
mechanical and human error, 
dove to the ground, killing 11 
crew members. We boarded, 
and at Los Angeles, went over to 
reclaim our luggage, where we 
met policemen who pushed us 
away, demanding that we cross 
to the shelter of the other side of 
the street.

The purpose 
is to theatricalize political 
resolution, or to press political 
vendettas. 
Meanwhile, an analysis from 
the New York Times concludes, 
gravely, that there really is no 
solution to the problem of 
hijacking; even as there is no 
way to stop people from dialing 
a television studio, or an airport, 
to announce that a bomb has 
been planted, and then to 
chuckle about the consternation, 
that will ensue —whether or not 
the bomb ever existed. 
And it is true, there is ab­ 
solutely no way of preventing 
people who get their kicks from 
that sort of thing, from using 
public telephones to sow their 
disruption. But surely those who 
operate with almost guaranteed 
privacy draw their inspiration 
from those non-private persons 
who stick out their tongues at 
the conventions of civilization, 
knowing that they will get away 
with it?

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Conflicts Of Adolescence 


Dr. Coleman 


THE ADOLESCENT is a 
very special human being who 
needs and deserves a great 
deal more patience and under­ 
standing than he frequently 
gets. Adolescence is a period 
of psychological conflicts, con­ 
fusions, and frustrations that 
overwhelm him and, too often, 
i r r i t a t e the 
a d u l t s who 
surround him. 
Physically, 
h e is almost 
reaching m a ­ 
t u r e a d u l t 
size. Emotion­ 
ally, he is just 
being 
gradu­ 
ated from the 
post - puberty 
phase. Because 
of his si ze, 
adults make demands on him 
that he cannot yet clearly de­ 
fine. 
Lost in his own conflict, he 
tries to extricate himself from 
his confusion and, far too 
often, lashes out in rebellious­ 
ness. This response is based 
on his inability to rationally 
establish his own dignity in 
the home. It is not unlike the 
little child who, when cornered, 
spits and kicks as a defense 
against a threat. Had he been 
able to express his emotions 
in words, such asocial beha­ 
vior would not happen. 
The teenager and the ado­ 
lescent have physical, sexual, 
and emotional d r i v e s that 
overwhelm them. Expression 
of these feelings are difficult 
especially to their parents. 
The art of listening to them 
is a highly developed skill, one 
that is not necessarily known 
to all parents, because they 
are parents. 
It is for this very reason 
that I believe now more than 
ever that there is a need for 
the specialty of adolescent 
medicine. Doctors trained in 
this specialty can take advan­ 
tage of visits to their offices 
and establish a relationship 
with adolescents to encourage 


expression of their inner hie 
den feelings. 
A suggestion by a docto 
may be identical to one mad 
by the parent. Yet, it will nc 
call forth resentment becaus 
it does not have the “com 
mand” of authority of a pai 
ent. Doctors have found tha 
such 
situations 
may 
exii 
within their own home. Ar 
other person can make a sug 
gestión to the doctor’s ow 
children and will be readil 
accepted without resentmen 
Young girls and boys in thi 
conflicted state are trying t 
find their own identity, thei 
own independence, and ai 
seeking new values and att 
tudes that differ markedl 
from those of their elders. Bt 
cause they seem to be depart 
ing from our teachings, w 
must not become resentful c 
them. They have much t 
teach us, if we learn to liste 
and hear their pleas for libei 
ation from many of the cor 
stricting shackles that sui 
round us adults. 
Our adult vanity is grea 
but if we really inquire int 
the artistry of our accomplisl 
ments, we will find many fai 
ures. Perhaps the instincti\ 
vision of the adolescent is laj 
ing the groundwork for 
variation from 
our societ 
that may bring them greatt 
pride. 
My faith in youth is an al 
sorbing one. We can mutual! 
grrow and flourish if we wor 
hard at understanding the 
newer values.

Said Self-Destructing

SAN DIEGO (AP) — The 
nation’s chief health officer says 
cigarette smoking is a kind of 
self-destruction 
and 
urges 
movies, television and the stage 
to quit giving it “glamor ap­ 
peal” for the young. 
“The time is ripe for govern­ 
ment and voluntary groups to 
mount a more vigorous program 
on all fronts to portray smoking 
as what it really is — a dirty, 
smelly, foul, chronic form of 
suicide,” Surgeon General Jesse 
L. Steinfeld said Thursday. 
He told the first National 
Conference on Smoking and 
Health that the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare, 
the Veterans Administration 
and the Department of Defense 
have adopted a new policy on 
smoking in federal hospitals. 
“Under this policy we are 


restricting the sale of cigarettes 
to canteens, eliminating free 
distribution 
of 
cigarettes, 
limiting smoking areas and 
strengthening our educational 
efforts 
to both staff and 
patients,” Steinfeld said. 
“One thing we can be sure of,” 
Steinfeld said, “is that when we 
discourage cigarette smoking 
among our youth we are not 
driving 
them 
to 
smoke 
marijuana or take up other 
drues.” 
Steinfeld said Hollywood is 
partly responsible. 
“How often in the movies have 
we seen a cigarette held to the 
lips of a dying man?” he asked. 
“Cigarettes have also become 
useful as a bit of stage business, 
lighting up or crushing them out 
being used to underscore an 
actor’s mood.”

Thank you for writing to me and expressing your views on the recent adverse publicity 
which has been levelled at us. Unfortunately, many people will react as you have, but 
will never contact us. 


I am certain you realize there are essentially no restrictions on the allegations an indi­ 
vidual may make when filing a lawsuit. Ultimately he is required to either substantiate 
his claims or accept dismissal of the suit, but by that time the damage has been done, 
the press has lost interest, and the public seldom learns t h a t the charges are without 
foundation. 


Our mill is operating under water quality control standards which are as severe as any 
in the United States. Our cost for stream protection, per ton of product, has been at 
least four times higher than the cost for any other pulp mill in the United’ States. W e 
have met every condition imposed upon us by the State Water Quality Control Board 
-— in many instances we have performed far b e t t e r than the standards which they 
established. 


Charges such as were made by Mr. and Mrs. Patton have been r u m o r e d for several 
years. W e have repeatedly asked people to show us any indication of "t u r b i d, foul­ 
smelling, discolored ... pregnant with dissolved, floating and suspended chemical ma­ 
terials" and similar claims. They have never attempted to substantiate them. The regu­ 
latory agencies, in particular the Department of Fish and Game and the Water Quality 
Control Board, have also asked complainants for some evidence of these charges. They 
have never offered any. 


Our own technicians inspect the river continually, both for visual monitoring and to ob­ 
tain samples for analysis by independent laboratories. W e have never been able to deter­ 
mine any significant changes in the quality of the Sacramento River water due to our 
operations. W e are monitored’continually by state agencies who f i n d essentially the 
same results as our own personnel. 


Our operations in regard to stream protection have received favorable comments from 
The Saturday Evening Post, the New York Times, the California S e n a t e , t h e local 
newspaper, the California Federation of W om en's Clubs, and a variety of other inter­ 
ests. Of course, the public seldom hears of, or remembers favorable comments.

For what may be an impartial view, I am enclosing an article from the March, 1970 
issue of Outdoor Life. I assure you that every picture was taken within 100 yards or so 
of our discharge pipe in the Sacramento River. The fishing was all done in this area. To 
my knowledge, the author is not known to any Kimberly-Clark employes, and we were 
unaware of the article until it was called to our attention this summer. 1 would like to 
particularly point out the author's description of the river at the precise location 
where we discharge our treated water (page 54) : "From all appearances we might 
have been on a wilderness river . . . all I could see of the outside was a tall col­ 
umn of brown smoke that rose from the lumber mills in Cottonwood.0 


I might also point out that in 1968, four years after our mill opened here, the Sacra­ 
mento River enjoyed an all-time record run of salmon for a single hour, day, week and 
month, based on the fish count at the diversion dam at Red Bluff. There is no indica­ 
tion of any adverse effect on either salmon or steelhead trout in the r i v e r although 
these are among the most sensitive of fish species. 


Although the public in the past 12 months has suddenly become aware of the environ­ 
ment — "ecology0 — I assure you that Kimberly-Clark's efforts, and many others in 
the industry, began many years ago. If there is pollution in the u p p e r reaches of the 
Sacramento River such as was described in your letter, which is not generally believed 
to be the case, we are certain that we are not the cause. 


Regarding your concern that we are unwilling to spend money to protect the environ­ 
ment, I am enclosing information which we prepared for our employees during Earth 
Week this spring. It gives a fair capsule of our efforts when measured in terms of 
dollars, including expenditures of more than $6 million in six years. 


I apologize for the length of this letter. However, the documentation of a good effort, 
and success, by Kimberly-Clark is a solid record and a valid one. I hope you can appre­ 
ciate my reaction when this is damaged, or threatened, by unsubstantiated, inflam­ 
matory, and unreasonable statements such as you referred to. 


I hope that you will reserve your judgment u n t i l the evidence is in, and not find us 
"guilty" of charges which we have not yet had an opportunity to answer in court. Or per­ 
haps, as an alternative, you would like to come to Anderson this fall (the salmon 
run has started, and they are catching fish at our discharge pipe again). Visit the Sac­ 
ramento River, spend a day or two on the water, and see for yourself. I b e l i e v e you 
might find a different condition than you have been led to expect.
